• Raymond Andrews, Selectman, Mattapoisett: 
''Jack was an inspiration to me. Fve known him all my 
life. Jack was the one who encouraged me to get involved 
with the boards in town in the early '90s. He was a very 
strong influence in my deciding to run for Selectman. Jack 
always had a smile ... (and) a kind word for everyone. 
They really broke the mold when they made Jack. He was 
very active politically ... but he was very quiet about it at 
the same time. Fm so pleased that he and (his wife) were 
able to sign the final beam at Center School. Center School 
meant so much to him." 

• Stephen Lombard, Selectman, Mattapoisett: "I 
just think that we've lost a town figurehead. He was really 
a people person who was out there to do things for others. 
He would always try to do what he felt was best for the 
town. Jack was one of those guys that always held the

Mr. DeCosta was formerly employed as Head of 
Mechanical Engineering at Otis Air Force Base for 35 
years until his retirement, and had been employed as a 
maintenance man at the Mattapoisett Nursing Home for 
over 50 years. 

Mr. DeCosta had a long and distinguished career 
in public service, serving on numerous town and county 
boards. He is perhaps best known for the 21 years he 
served as a member of the Mattapoisett Board of Select- 
men. Even after his retirement from elected office in 1998, 
he continued to serve the Town of Mattapoisett on the 
Library Building Committee; as the town's representative 
to the Southeastern Regional Transit Authority; and as 
manager of the summer band concerts at Shipyard Park. 
He was a graduate of New Bedford Vocational School, 
Class of 1947, where he was a member of the football 
team. 

During World War II, Mr. DeCosta served in the 
U.S. Army with the 99th Field Artillery Regiment of the 
1st Cavalry Division, and was a recipient of the Asiatic- 
Pacific Campaign medal, the Army Occupation medal, the 
Philippine Liberation ribbon, the World War II Victory 
medal, the American Campaign Medal and the National 
Defense Service Medal. 

He was a member and Past Commander of the 
Florence Eastman American Legion Post 280 in 
Mattapoisett, where he was involved for over 50 years. He 
was the Chairman of the Annual Memorial Day Parade 
and many other veterans' activities. 

Survivors include his wife; two daughters, 
Carolyn Lopes, and her husband Clifton, of Mattapoisett, 
and Jacqueline Barrett of Bath, ME; a son, John DeCosta 
Jr., and his wife Marianne, of Mattapoisett; three sisters.

Chairman Pierce added that a special dedication 
ceremony for the new playground is being planned for 
Friday, October 22 at 4:00 pm. 

At 7:05 pm the board met with John Crosby of the 
Landfill Closure Committee to discuss their new plan of 
action. 

"The reason the Landfill Closure Committee was 
reformed was ... the Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) would not allow a larger footprint ... and 
the soil we were going to obtain is not acceptable/' 
Selectman Jeffrey explained. 

"Initially when we took our discovery on possible 
fill materials ... we had a certain amount of contaminents 
we were comfortable with/' Mr. Crosby agreed. "When it 
came time to consider new sources of material, our 
(criteria) didn't change. (Construction and demolition 
materials) we dismissed because of the high level of 
gypsum ... (but) the committee feels that (construction 
materials) absent of gypsum is a good alternative. In the 
absence of large volumes of urban soil, the Landfill 
Closure Committee recommends we use the (construction 
materials) absent of gypsum." 

"I feel comfortable that we move forward, how- 
ever, because we are changing the substances we are 
using, Fd like to call for a public hearing," Selectman 
Jeffrey said. 

Mr. Dolan suggested a public hearing on this 
matter be scheduled for Wednesday, October 13 at 7:00 
pm at the Marion Town House.

At 7:15 pm the board met with members of the 
Sewer Rate Study Committee to discuss their recommen- 
dation. "The committee met and considered the need for 
an increase in those rates,'' Mr. Dolan said. "What they're 
recommending is the doubling of the basic charges ... and 
the metered sewer rates be increased 1.6 times from $24 
per 1,000 cubic feet to $38 per 1,000 cubic feet." 

The new schedule would hike the basic rate for an 
average 1 to 1.5 inch water/ sewer meter from $600 to 
$1,200. In addition, the new schedule would increase 
metered sewer rates over 10,000 cubic feet from $54 per 
1,000 cubic feet to $86 per 1,000 cubic feet. 

"I think there needs to be a little information 
period and time to post these increases ... let (the resi- 
dents) absorb it," Selectman Henry suggested. "It has 
been some time since we've discussed or changed the 
rates." 

Selectman Henry suggested this matter be taken 
up at their next regular meeting on Tuesday, October 5. 

"Part of this is to pay back the $11 million (sewer 
project)," said Sewer Rate Committee member John 
Farnham. "That all adds to the rate increase." 

"We're trying to do it ahead of time so there isn't 
that 'sticker-shock' when they receive their bills," Select- 
man Jeffrey said. 

The board members also suggested that updates 
on rate changes and other such timely news be posted on 
the town's website (www.townofmarion.org). "It is my 
intention to solicit content from the various department

heads for the town's website/' Mr. Dolan said.

length for a Special Town Meeting/' Mr. Dolan agreed. 
"Ten of the 26 are just zoning articles — five submitted by 
the Planning Board and five by petition.'' 

At 7:30 pm the board met with Jim Gurney of the 
Open Space Committee to request the board endorse an 
application for a Self -Help Grant for the Eastover Farm 
Purchase. This is part of the joint open space acquisition 
with Rochester of 239 acres valued at $1.1 million which is 
being purchased for $600,000. Much of the cost will be 
borne by the self-help grant, but the after-grant cost to the 
Marion Land Bank is estimated to be $270,000. 

Mr. Dolan next noted that Stuart Richardson has 
revised the Marion Housing Plan "to make the document 
flow more smoothly," he said, stressing there have been 
no substantial changes in content. With that, the board 
unanimously voted to accept and adopt the Marion 
Housing Plan as revised. 

"\ want to commend (Mr. Richardson) and his 
committee on their fine work," Chairman Pierce said. 

"One of the things we had talked about at our last 
meeting was the Community Preservation Act (CPA)," 
Selectman Jeffrey said. "The whole intent of the meeting 
two weeks ago was to get a reaction to it and we certainly 
did. It was never our intent not to have further study. My 
recommendation to the Selectmen is to appoint a study 
committee. I think the edict to them is two-fold: to see if 
the CPA applies to Marion's needs and to see how best to 
form a historic commission." 

Selectman Jeffrey said they hope to have a 
recommendation on the potential adoption of the CPA for 
the Annual Town Meeting in the spring of 2005. 

"I do think we need to look into this much more 
than was done," Selectman Jeffrey said.

Mr. Manning was also concerned about a "clan- 
destine'' meeting held on September 15, 2004 in Gifford 
Park at which members of the Park Commission and 
Rochester Historic District Commission were present, 
along with opposing neighbors, and a ladder truck from 
the Rochester Fire Department which was set up to show 
the approximate height of the proposed 70-foot light 
structures. Mr. Manning informed those present that no 
representative of Rochester Youth Baseball was invited to 
attend. 

"Due to the behind-the-scenes efforts of one or 
two vocal neighbor opponents, members of the various 
boards and other town officials have engaged in conduct 
which exceeds their own office, gives the apperance of 
impropriety, and compromises the ability of RYB to obtain 
a fair and objective review at any step in the process," Mr. 
Manning wrote. 

"We're meeting Wednesday night with the Park 
Commissioners," Mr. Huntoon said. "We'll see how it all 
sorts out. It's an issue that has to be addressed ... we don't 
want it to get out of hand." 

The board next voted to send Tax Collector 
Thomas Gayoski a letter of appreciation for his recent 
successful efforts in collecting 100 percent of taxes due for 
the current fiscal year. A rare feat in any town, Mr.

Under Old Business, the board met with Town 
Moderator Greenwood "Woody'' Hartley, along with 
Kathy Bessey and Marsha Hartley, Co-Presidents of the 
Rochester Woman's Club, to discuss the proposed renova- 
tion and expansion of the club facility on Route 105 to be 
used as a Town Hall Annex. 

According to a written proposal presented to the 
Board of Selectmen, the Rochester Woman's Club (RWC) 
will renovate a 2,300 foot space at the club as per specifi- 
cations provided by Building Inspector Robert Francis 
and offer them a ten-year lease with additional five-year 
options at a rate of $26,900 per year in quarterly payments 
made to the RWC. The initial payment of $13,450 will be 
due 60 days after the lease is signed. 

"That works out to less than $1 per square foot ... 
I don't think you'll find a better deal than that anywhere," 
Mr. Hartley said. "What we're suggesting is a 10-year 
lease, which allows us to give (you) a better rate. (RWC) 
will be taking out a loan for the renovations. This is a win- 
win situation. It allows the RWC to renovate and it allows 
(Town Hall) to have added space close by in the town 
center." 

"Let us review the letter and proposal and we'll 
address it at our next meeting," Chairman Laboa said. 
"We fully intend to put this at the top of (our priority list). 
We just need to review the terms. At first glance, it seems 
to be a very reasonable cost for this space." 

"It's a community win, which is what I was 
hoping it would be," Mr. Hartley added.

Dr. Cooper opened the session noting: "Security is 
our major concern to keep the students safe from home to 
school. Parents want their children to come home whole. 
Security is a lot tighter since the Columbine High School 
tragedy resulting in the necessary changes you see today. 
Doors are all locked during the day. People are buzzed in 
only after they are identified and know the purpose of 
their visit. We will also have a vision screen in place later.

Abduction by parents between school and the buses could 
be a problem, but here the buses are very close to the 
school. Everything is modern, but we don't want a 
fortress." 

Selectman Andrews said the Senior Center 
deserves a new location as the present one is windowless 
and dingy; the Town Nurse is presently in cramped 
quarters; she and the Senior Center will be housed at the 
school for approximately three to five years, while a 
committee is working to find a location for a separate 
Senior Center. He noted the flu clinic will not be held at 
the school, but possibly at the American Legion Hall. 
Selectman Andrews said "the library is not at issue 
tonight, but will be discussed at a future time with a move 
possibly in June." 

Dr. Cooper said Mattapoisett has good schools, 
and we have a lot of space. "It was a great idea to build 
while there was 65 percent funding from the state," he 
said. "It is wonderful to share that space with seniors. I 
am enthusiastic about the intergenerational chorus and 
Town Nurse giving us a community clinic. We need more 
adult help to manage adult when they come into the 
school to direct them to their destination." 

Principal Murphy responded to a question, 
saying that things have gone well so far. When everything 
is in place, it will run more smoothly. "We have put a lot 
of technology here," he said.

for visitors, green for volunteers, and gold for the Council 
on Aging and Town Nurse visitors/' 

Mr. Murphy continued: "There will be a staff 
member to check parents who wish to take students away 
by car rather than by bus. We can block off the historic 
section of the building. Kindergarten and first grade 
children will have bathrooms in their classrooms; older 
children will use the buddy system or be accompanied by 
a teacher. Safety of your children is important to me.'' 

Police Chief Mary Lyons said: "We can't answer 
everyone's questions. Some want the seniors in the 
building, some do not.

committed a crime, such as a sex offender. "In a small 
town we generally know who is up to no good/' she said. 
"By law, we check everyone who works here or who has 
access to children." 

When questioned about a tragedy in an Acushnet 
school, the police chief said: "Your concerns are serious. 
We checked other schools that have other community 
activities in their schools and did not find any problems. 
We cannot unconditionally control everything. The list in 
the office of people who are expected is a good idea."

center, however, many use its services, such as the van for 
transportation to events and to lunch. One cannot com- 
pare Mattapoisett to the Fairhaven and Rochester Senior 
Centers because both of these towns had land donated to 
them. Mattapoisett does not have available land at this 
time. We have a committee doing groundwork to build a 
separate senior center.'' 

Town Nurse Amanda Stone was asked if she saw 
only Mattapoisett people, and she said only once did a 
person come in from Rochester who needed help. 'T 
cannot identify everyone who comes to see me, but I 
would hope they would be admitted,'' she said. When 
asked a point blank question — yes or no — did people 
come in who have psychological problems other than 
health, she said: "y^^- ' Also, she said she cannot divide 
her time between the Town Hall and the school, as the 
Town Hall office will be used for other purposes. 

Parent and police officer Anthony Days said he 
was disappointed with the way the project has developed. 
'T don't want to raise my children in a bubble," he said. 
'Tn my profession, if someone wants to find a loophole, 
they could. Common courtesy should be taught children. 
As a parent the school has done so much for the children 
and the seniors. It is very rewarding for my kids to see 
them together." 

Mattapoisett School Committee member and 
former Old Hammondtown School Principal William 
Reed said he is enthusiastic about sharing the school with 
seniors and the Town Nurse.

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Dead On

Shaun of the Dead, Starring Simon Pegg and Nick 
Frost. Directed by Edgar Wright. Running time: 95 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

The zombie film is ripe for comedy — how could it not be? All 
those shambling, moaning corpses, drooling vacantly as they pur- 
sue living flesh, then slurping intestines with a gourmand's brio. 
The genre's modern-day innovator George Romero understood its 
inherent farcical qualities perfectly well; in his seminal Night of the 
Living Dead, we find a guy on TV summing up the zombie epidemic 
with ''Ah, they're dead — they're all messed up," and in 1979's Dawn 
of the Dead more than a few walking dead literally catch pies in the 
kisser. Even in a grim rip-off like Lucio Fulci's Zombie there's the 
well-loved underwater face-off between a zombie and a shark 
(guess who wins). 

Edgar Wright (director and co-writer) and Simon Pegg (co- 
writer and star) understand just as well, and the film they have 
wrought, Shaun of the Dead (already a big hit in Britain), is not only 
a loving, teasing homage to the Romero Dead films. It's also a superb 
zombie film in its own right, its humor always grounded in charac- 
ter reality and those characters' plausible reactions to extraordinary 
circumstances. Wright and Pegg, like John Landis in An American 
Werewolf in London, first give us funny, recognizable human beings, 
and then let loose the wolves and flesh-eaters. Horror fans will 
devour it whole, but the squeamish or easily-spooked shouldn't 
avoid it; it's also a superb comedy in its own right. 

The eponymous Shaun (Pegg) lives in a cluttered London flat 
with childhood buddy turned slacker roomie Ed (Nick Frost, hilari- 
ous even when his sometimes-thick accent baffles American ears). 
Shaun toils in an appliance store; at age 29 he's settled for whatever 
life hands him, as long as he can go to his favorite pub at the end of 
the day and get sloshed with Ed. His girlfriend Liz (Kate Ashfield) 
is sick of waiting for him to grow up. For about the first reel, Shaun 
deals with the various mundane aggravations of his life, with odd 




things always happening in the backgrounds of shots. That Shaun 
and his self-absorbed friends — including aspiring actress Dianne 
(Lucy Davis) and her wimpola boyfriend David (Dylan Moran) — 
would ignore the growing evidence of the undead is perfectly 
credible. "Panic on the streets of London," sings Morrissey on the 
telly in one scene. Well, not quite yet. 

Soon enough the infection spreads, literally into Shaun and 
Ed's back yard — a forlorn zombie woman they take for a drunk. 
Other zombies quickly join her, and the two slackers decide on the 
ideal place for holing up — not a shopping mall, but their favorite 
pub. Along for the ride are Liz, Dianne, David, and Shaun's sweetly 
oblivious mum (Penelope Wilton, the best mom in horror movies 
since Mimi Rogers in Ginger Snaps) . What follows hews closer to gut- 
wrench than to belly-laugh, though our heroes remain riotous in 
their consistency; when the power comes back on, and everyone is 
straining to keep quiet to hide from the zombies outside, Ed does 
something spectacularly stupid yet absolutely in character. The 
writing is so sharp that nothing anyone does rings false, even when 
a newly zombified character reaches out with a mottled claw to ... 
turn off an offending stereo. 

I picture George Romero howling with glee at Shaun of the Dead 
(the American ads carry his enthusiastic blurb), maybe because the 
movie so successfully continues his legacy. Romero's films are 
uniquely American, and Shaun of the Dead is inconceivable any- 
where but London, where survivors take stock of the situation over 
Guinness and crisps. But the movie is far from a Mel Brooks-style 
lampoon; it takes the rules seriously (even when ribbing them) and 
isn't afraid to nudge the audience into true horror or even pathos 
when the story calls for either. In spirit, it's far closer to Romero's 
vision than last spring's dull Dawn of the Dead remake. It knows 
when to play for laughs and when to play for keeps.

I can vividly recall the first time I met John "J^^k" 
DeCosta — the longtime Selectman, "man about town/' 
and venerable "Mr. Mattapoisett." 

It was some 14 years ago — has it really been that long? 
— and I was assigned to cover the first of many weekly 
Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen's meetings for the local 
daily newspaper. I arrived early at Town Hall just to get 
my bearings and make sure I was where I was supposed 
to be and found the lone town official sitting in the middle 
of a wide table shuffling papers in the front office which 
now houses Town Administrator Michael Botelho. 

I introduced myself and the man I would later come 
to know as simply "Jack" shot up with a soon-to-be-famil- 
iar warm grin, offering a firm and genuine handshake — 
not the typical "flesh press" of a politician, but a sincere 
and deeply personal greeting. 

"Welcome to Mattapoisett," he smiled. 

There are a great many politicians whose mere deliv- 
ery of a line like that reeks of hidden agendas and the 
omnipresent "vote for me" subtext. But somehow I sensed 
Jack sincerely meant what he said. He was a unique and 
credible "people person" whose pride and love for the 
town in which he was born, raised, lived and served for a 
lifetime was second-to-none. 

In many ways "Welcome to Mattapoisett" became 
Jack's personal mantra. He was easily the town's biggest 
fan and supporter, and he dedicated countless hours at- 
tending meetings on the local, regional and state level to 
make sure everyone knew about his hometown and what 
made it "special." There has never been a more influential 
and ardent supporter of Mattapoisett and I don't think 
there ever will be again. While some tri-town residents 
might prefer their little corner of Massachusetts to remain 
a "best kept secret," Jack DeCosta was only too eager to 
share the town he loved with others. 

And with Jack, it wasn't just empty talk, either. 

If something needed to be done, it wasn't beneath him 
to pick up hammer and nail and get right to work. Jack 
was the living embodiment of the old adage "why put off 
until tomorrow what you can accomplish today?" Tasks 
like painting Town Hall, fixing fence posts, or building pub- 
lic park benches were never too mundane for Jack. In the 
time it would take others to delegate these duties. Jack had 
the job done and was moving on to something else. 

For me, what stood out about the rather soft-spoken. 




somewhat self-effacing "Mr. Mattapoisett" — and what 
set him apart from his all-too-transparent fellow politicians 
— is that he never seemed to mind putting in the extra 
time and effort and he really, truly enjoyed meeting, min- 
gling with and helping people. 

To him, they were all first and foremost fellow resi- 
dents and neighbors, not mere "voters." 

In asking people what they'll remember most about 
Jack this past week, a recurring theme was how he always 
went above and beyond the call to help the town, but with- 
out sacrificing equal time for his family. 

On a personal note, I'm proud to say Jack was always 
respectful and supportive of what we've tried to do here 
at The Wanderer, and of all the public officials I've encoun- 
tered over the years, he seemed to express the most inter- 
est in our efforts. Even after he retired from public service, 
we'd still cross paths from time to time and end up chat- 
ting about local happenings. Jack never failed to greet me 
in the same cheerful and hearty manner as when we first 
met over a decade before. He'd ask how things were go- 
ing, usually inquire about the sister tri-towns, and then 
close by saying: "It's good to see you." 

It was always good to see Jack, too. 

Now, like so many in and around the tri-town area, 
I'll miss seeing him.
